(NASUWT) and they 
say they are taking action 


over “adverse manage¬ 
ment practices relating to 
staff restructuring and the 
detrimental and inappro¬ 
priate treatment of mem¬ 
bers, which is impacting 
their health and welfare”. 

The Vale Council has 
responded by saying that 
it is disappointed over 
the strike action, insist¬ 
ing that “lines of commu¬ 
nication are still open”. 

Chris Keates, General 
Secretary (Acting) of 
the NASUWT, said: 
“NASUWT members 
at Holton Road regret 
any disruption this

strike action causes to 
pupils or parents, but 
they have been left with 
no choice other than to 
take this action due to 
the repeated failure of 
the employer to take 
seriously their concerns 
about the way in which 
they are being managed. 

“Members have 
reported extremely high 
levels of work-related 
stress and anxiety as 
a result of unrealistic 
expectations and unrea¬ 
sonable deadlines being 
imposed on them. When 
they have attempted to 
discuss this with the 
employer, their concerns 
have been dismissed.”

The year-5 pupils were very impressed by the players and really enjoyed meeting them, especially Warren Gatland. Some of the 
year-5 children were interviewed by an ITV news crew and, despite them playing Wales in their match, wished the Baa Baas pob Iwc! ”

MR Morris continued: 
“That members have felt 
they had no option other 
than to take strike action is 
indicative of the strength of 
feeling amongst them. 

“It is time that local author¬ 
ities in Wales recognise their 
duties to all employees and 
implement and enforce the 


statutory duties required of them. 

“Without these conditions 
being added to teachers’ statu¬ 
tory terms and conditions and 
properly regulated by Estyn, then 
inappropriate implementation of 
Welsh Government policy will 
continue to founder on lack of 
funding and the exploitation 
of teachers’ goodwill - to the 
detriment of their health.” 

A Vale council spokesperson 
said: “We are disappointed that 


the NASUWT has decided to take 
this course of action when lines 
of communication remain open. 

“As an authority, we remain 
committed to further engage¬ 
ment with the union in an effort 
to get this matter resolved 
at the earliest opportunity.” 

Further days of strike action 
are planned for Wednesday, 
December 18 and January 
15, 16, 29, and 30, 2020.

Outraged farmers 
lodge complaint with 
BBC boss 


FARMERS in Wales 
have been outraged by the 
misrepresentation of the 
industry in a recent BBC 
programme, and have con¬ 
tacted the Farmers’ Union 
of Wales in unprecedented 
numbers to voice their 
anger. 

FUW president Glyn Roberts 
said: “Just like our members, I 
was appalled at the failure to dif¬ 
ferentiate between different meat 
production systems around the 
world, and therefore the misrep¬ 
resentation in and lack of balance 
in the BBC’s ‘Meat: A threat to 
our planet?’ programme broadcast 
on November 25. 

“I have therefore written to 
BBC director general Anthony 
William Hall to formally com¬ 
plain about the programme, which 
marks just the latest of many 
reports broadcast by the BBC over 
the past 18 months or so which 
has focused on, or relied on global 
figures which are not representa¬ 
tive of Welsh and UK production 
systems and would generally be 


illegal in Wales and the UK.” 

In his letter, the union president 
further highlights that such foreign 
production systems, as reported 
by the BBC, have ecological 
footprints which are simply not 
comparable to those in countries 
such as Wales, where carbon 
footprints are extremely low com¬ 
pared with other industries and 
grazing animals are essential in 
terms of maintaining habitat and 
biodiversity - as highlighted in 
numerous scientific studies. 

Mr Roberts added that such 
broadcasts have continued despite 
large numbers of complaints hav¬ 
ing been submitted by individuals 
and organisations over the past 
year. 

“The fact that our farming 
and rural communities believe 
overwhelmingly that the BBC is 
inherently biased against Welsh 
farmers and meat production, and 
the widespread perception that the 
BBC is deliberately allowing itself 
to be used as a vehicle for anti¬ 
meat campaigners, demonstrates 
that there is a very real problem 
that has not been recognised by 
the BBC,” he wrote. 


The letter further outlines the 
FUW’s belief that such partiality 
and imbalance means that the 
BBC is failing in its duty to com¬ 
ply with its Charter in relation to: 

1. The independence of the 
BBC, in terms of ‘...independ¬ 
ent in all matters concerning the 
fulfilment of its mission and the 
promotion of the public purpose’. 

2. The public purposes of the 
BBC, in terms of providing ‘... 
impartial news and information 
to help people understand and 
engage with the world around 
them’. 

3. Acting in the public interest, 
in terms of ensuring ‘...that the 
benefits (whether direct or indi¬ 
rect) of decisions relating to the 
fulfilment of its mission and the 
promotion of the public purposes 
outweigh the costs (whether direct 
or indirect); ...and in doing so, 
have regard to economic, social 
and cultural benefits and costs.’ 

“I would encourage anyone 
who has been equally outraged by 
this programme to write to BBC 
director general Anthony William 
Hall to directly voice their con¬ 
cerns,” said Mr Roberts.

£1.7m spent clearing up 
35,000 fly-tipping incidents 


MORE than 

35,000 fly-tipping 
incidents were 

reported across 
Wales in 2018/19, 
according to Welsh 
Government 
figures. 

The Government 
says the estimated 
clearance cost of fly- 
tipped waste is around 
£1.7 million. 

More than 27,000 
enforcement actions 
were taken with 89% 
of prosecution out¬ 
comes resulting in a 
fine. 

However, the pros¬ 
ecutions only refer 
to formally-reported 
cases. 

Incidents on pri¬ 
vate land are always 
under-reported as 
farmers and land man¬ 
agers focus on clear-up 
to ensure their normal 
business activities can 
go ahead unimpeded. 

Figures also exclude 
‘side-waste’ - defined 
as overspill or waste 
deposited near 
waste-bins. 

CLA director 
Rebecca Williams 
said: “Fly tipping is the 
scourge of the Welsh 
countryside. 

“Many incidents go 
unreported as the rural 


community is appar¬ 
ently conditioned to 
accept fly-tipped mess 
as an occupational 
hazard. 

“The inaccessibil¬ 
ity of local authority 
waste transfer stations 
and the cost of waste 
disposal may both 
have contributed to the 
problem. 

“This is a crime 
in which innocent 
victims pay penalties 
while perpetrators fail 
to carry out their own 
responsibilities, often 
pocket some cash 
and go unpunished - 
encouraging them to 
co mm it the offence 
again.” 

Fly-tipped waste 
contaminates land 
and water-courses, 
creates health and 
safety-threats to 
humans, livestock and 
wild animals, blights 
the countryside and 
leads to heavy clear-up 
costs by farmers, 
landowners and rural 
businesses. 

Land managers who 
fail to clear-up waste 
deposited on their land 
face the prospect of 
prosecution whatever 
the source of the waste 
- apart from the cost of 
removal and repair of 
damage.

Some waste may 
require specially-qualified 
operators and costly plant 
and equipment to remove. 

Rebecca Williams said: 
“Year by year, we see 
these depressing statistics. 
I’m calling on society 
to stop turning a blind- 
eye - and do everything 
possible to eradicate this 
irresponsible, unhealthy 


and unsociable crime. 

“We welcome the role 
Government is playing 
at national and local 
level in dealing with the 
scourge, but the incidence 
of fly-tipping remains a 
national disgrace and it 
may take more action 
- and wider pressure in 
society - to tackle the 
problem.”

Charity calls on generous 
people to help its Jungle tribe

CHILDREN’S charity Noah’s Ark has 
launched a £1 million appeal to transform 
one of the medical wards at Wales’ only 
children’s hospital. 

Jungle Ward received 44 admissions from the area 
covered by Abertawe Bro Morgannwg University 
Health Board last year, caring for children and 
young people with a broad range of medical condi¬ 
tions including special and complex needs, chronic 
long term diseases like cystic fibrosis and acute con¬ 
ditions like diabetes, asthma and Crohn’s disease. 

It also provides specialist care for patients recov¬ 
ering from brain injuries and young people in mental 
health crisis. The new appeal will fund facilities 
and equipment for these children, creating an envi¬ 
ronment that provides the best possible chance of 
recovery. 

A spokesperson for the charity said: “The needs of 
the children of Jungle Ward here at the Noah’s Ark 
Children’s Hospital for Wales have changed quite a 
lot in recent years. 

“The ward cares for more children than ever 
before. It also now provides rehabilitation for chil¬ 
dren with brain injuries, who previously travelled

elsewhere for specialist treatment. 

“Due to the nature of the conditions being treated, 
hospital stays for young patients on Jungle Ward can 
be a lot longer or more frequent than average, while 
for others they are shorter but often traumatic. We 
need to raise £1 million to transform it into a bright, 
stimulating environment. A space where families 
can still be families during their hospital stays.” 

The Jungle Ward Appeal will fund the design and 
creation of a new ‘high care’ area for children who 
are acutely unwell, a therapy room for rehabilitation 
and a safe space for young people in mental health 
crisis. 

It will create fully accessible bathroom facilities, 
providing privacy and dignity for children with con¬ 
tinence or gastro-intestinal issues and independence 
for children regaining skills after brain injury. 

The re-development will also help make life eas¬ 
ier for families by creating brighter rooms with more 
space for parents to sleep comfortably alongside 
their children as well as a parent room and enhanced 
play areas for children and young people.

Cosmology corner with 
Norman Lloyd: The Crab Nebula 


THE Crab Nebula - FROM late 
autumn, one of the most stud¬ 
ied and well known objects in 
the firmament is best placed for 
observing. 

The beautiful Crab Nebula is fairly easy 
to find from that most recognisable of 
constellations, Orion. Draw an imaginary 
line about 450 up and to the right from the 
bright orange coloured star Betelgeuse at 
Orion’s shoulder to the equally bright star, 
Capella in Auriga. 

About half way along that line you will 
find the star Beta Tauri. Tracking about a 
third of the way back to Betelgeuse you 
will come to the fainter star, Zeta Tauri. 

A scan of the area just above this 
star should reveal a small faint smudge. 
Binoculars or a small telescope will show 
its oblong shape but not the intricate fila¬ 
mentary structure revealed by Hubble. 

The Crab Nebula is so named because it 
looks vaguely like a crab: in reality it is a 
vast expanding cloud of dust and debris, the 
scattered fragments of a supernova. 

This violent stellar explosion was actu¬ 
ally observed on Earth as a ‘guest star’ by 
Chinese skywatchers on July 4 of the year 
1054 AD. 

The new star outshone Venus, becoming 
the third brightest object in the sky after the 
Sun and Moon. It was seen in the daylight 


sky for several weeks and was visible at 
night for nearly two years before fading. 

It is believed that skywatchers of the 
Anasazi people in the American southwest 
also viewed the bright new star. 

A rock painting from Chaco Canyon in 
New Mexico depicts a multi-spiked star 
(the supernova) near a crescent moon. 
Historical research shows that a crescent 
moon was indeed visible in that region of 
the sky on the morning of July 5, 1054, 
the day following the observations by the 
Chinese. 

The Crab Nebula is known to be 6,500 
light years from Earth so, as the supernova 
explosion which created it was observed on 
Earth in 1054, its progenitor star must have 
actually exploded around 7,500 years ago. 

Having faded from view by July 1056, it 
was not seen again until 1731 when a faint 
nebulosity was recorded by the English 
astronomer, John Bevis. 

The nebula was rediscovered in 1758 by 
the French comet hunter Charles Messier 
and it became the first entry in his Messier 
Catalogue, hence its designation Ml. 

William Parsons, the third Earl of Rosse, 
observed Ml through his large telescope in 
Ireland and described it as having the shape 
of a crab. Since then Ml has been more 
commonly called the Crab Nebula. 

It was not until the 20th century, how¬ 
ever, that astronomers realised that the 


nebula was expanding (by a billion km per 
day) and by reversing the expansion rate 
they traced it back to an incident which 
must have occurred 900 years previously. 

As a result, the Crab Nebula was directly 
linked to the Chinese records of the 1054 
‘guest’ star and is the first ever object to be 
recognised as a supernova remnant. 

As a star approaches the end of its life, 
there is insufficient nuclear fuel remaining 
to produce the outward pressure needed 
to hold back the crushing force of gravity 
from its enormous mass. 

At a certain point, the star collapses 
violently and the core is squeezed to unim¬ 
aginable densities. Depending on the mass 
of the star, the remnant of a supernova 
explosion is either a neutron star or, in the 
case of high mass stars, a black hole. 

At the centre of the Crab Nebula lies a 
neutron star - a tiny, dense rapidly rotating 
ball in which the electrons have been 
pressed into protons to form neutrons. It 
is thought to be only 18 miles (30km) in 
diameter but has at least 1.5 times the mass 
of the Sun. A teaspoonful would weigh 
around a billion tons! 

When the core of the progenitor star 
was crushed into this neutron star, its 
outer portions bounced off and spread into 
space forming the great cloud of debris 
and cosmic dust which we know see as the 
Crab Nebula.

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Tony Yates has his say on Hyundai’s 

Tucson N Line 


THIS week’s review puts me in 
the driving seat of the Hyundai 
Tucson N Line, a vehicle that I 
hope will tick all the boxes for 
many. 

Power and Efficiency: 

Fitted with a l,598cc CRDi diesel 
engine with 136PS @ 4,000rpm and 
320Nm of torque at 2,000 - 2,250rpm. 
0-62mph is around 11.2sec, and fuel 
consumption is a decent 48.7 mpg 
combined with a top speed of 112mph. 

Now, I know from having many 
conversations with many people that 
everyone thinks the word ‘diesel’ is a 
dirty word. Well, I’m here to tell you 
it’s not. I’m here to tell you it’s ok to 
buy a diesel vehicle. Why would it not 
be? Letters on a postcard to the editor 
if you disagree with me on this one. 

Also, it’s a mild-hybrid meaning 
it’s playing its part in moving with 
the times as well as saving you some 
money. So, what’s the 48v system 
there for? Well, it’s there to be on hand 
to help acceleration at key moments 
for optimum performance. 

It does this by recouping the energy 
under braking - which it then stores 
away for use when you need it most. 
To simplify that, it makes a little extra 
bhp when you need it most, which I 
hope helps the Tucson stand out as a 
decent mild-hybrid. 

On the road: 


It’s pretty nimble for such a large 
car: take the Tucson out on the open 
road, and you soon begin to feel just 
how well it grips. The chassis and 
the suspension also felt well-honed 
to what the wheels at each comer are 
doing - which makes for a thrilling 
ride for the driver as well as a solid 
performer out on the open road for 
someone looking for something a little 
bit ‘sportier’. 

Design & Technology 

Standard equipment on the Tucson 
N Line starts with; 19” alloy wheels, 
N Line badging, N Line exclusive 
front and rear bumpers, N Line grill, N 
Line leather and suede seats, dual-zone 
climate control, auto headlights with 
dusk sensors, parking sensors front 
and rear, parking system rear camera, 
Bluetooth connectivity, DAB digital 
radio with six speakers, 8” touchscreen 
navigation, ABS, AEB, BAS, DBC 
(Downhill Brake Control) ESP, ESS, 
HAC, LKA (Lane Keep Assist) and 
VSM (Vehicle Stability Management). 

To sum up: 

What can I say - the Tucson is a 
great drive and perfect for someone 
who wants a vehicle that comes with a 
large amount of space and many extras 
for a reasonable amount of money. 
Hopefully, you will now go out and 
give it a test drive and see for yourself 
what the Tucson has to offer.

Sky Notes look to the 
December skies 


Top tips for picking the 
best Christmas tree 


IN December, the Milky 
Way is right overhead and 
the view through a pair of 
binoculars will show more 
stars than you can count. 

The different colours should 
also be apparent. If you are lucky 
enough to watch from a dark sky 
location, the Milky Way arm of 
our Galaxy should be visible to 
the naked eye but, if like most 
people your view is from a light 
polluted area, you may wonder 
what we have lost. 

The square of Pegasus can be 
found in the south west and run¬ 
ning from the top left-hand star 
of the square, we find the stars of 
Andromeda, where with the aid 
of binoculars we can locate the 
Andromeda Galaxy. 

Just overhead and amongst the 
Milky Way stars is Cassiopeia 
(its five main stars form the 
letter ‘W’). To Andromeda’s 
left is Perseus, another fine 
constellation. 

Perseus is well worth sweep¬ 
ing with binoculars as it contains 
some bright star clusters. 

One of the best is known is 
the ‘double’ cluster, two small 


distinct groups of stars which 
can be seen in the same binocular 
field. 

They lie about 8,000 light 
years away, may have 20,000 
solar masses between them, and 
both clusters are moving towards 
our solar system. 

Either side of the Milky Way 
we find Auriga with its bright star 
Capella and, to the left of Perseus 
is Taurus. 

Here we find its two open 
star clusters, each visible to the 
naked eye; the Pleiades, (also 
known as the seven sisters - due 
to the number of stars that can 
be seen with the naked eye on a 
clear Moonless night. However, 
binoculars will show many more 
stars making up this show-piece 
of the heavens). 

The other cluster is called the 
Hyades. You can tell the differ¬ 
ence as the stars of the Hyades 
are more spread out and form a 
distinct ‘V’ shape. 

Right in the middle of the 
group is a bright orange star, 
Aldebaran, although it is not 
a member of the group, lying 
closer to Earth than the cluster 
itself. The Pleiades stars are a 


much tighter group. 

The Moon is below the planet 
Uranus on December 8 and on 
December 10, it forms a triangle 
with the Pleiades and Hyades, 
and on December 5 it will pass 
in front (occult) a naked eye star. 

The time of the event is 
approximately 18.05, but you 
will need to begin your watch at 
least 20 minutes before. 

The star will disappear on the 
dark limb of the Moon. Think 
of the Moon as a clock face and 
watch the area about 11 o’clock; 
use your binoculars and it is even 
better if they can be mounted on 
a tripod. 

Two meteor showers are due 
in December. Unfortunately, the 
Geminids peak on December 
14, but the Moon is full on 
December 12 so bright moonlight 
is likely to drown most meteors 
out. However, on December 23, 
the Ursid shower peaks - look 
below and around the area of the 
Plough.

GEM readers have been 
offered ten top tips when 
it comes to choosing their 
Christmas tree to help 
ensure it lasts over the fes¬ 
tive period. 

Plant experts from 
GardenBuildingsDirect.co.uk are 
encouraging people to read up 
about the differences between firs 
and spruces to make sure they 
choose the best tree for them. 

A Christmas tree is, for many, 
one of the main symbols of 
Christmas, with the act of picking 
one signifying the start of the fes¬ 
tivities. However, in order for the 
trees to take pride of place in the 
house, the correct size, shape and 
type of tree must be chosen. 

A spokesperson for 
GardenBuildingsDirect.co.uk said: 
“Almost every house in Britain 
will have at least one Christmas 
tree in their house, whether it’s real 
or artificial. 

“For many, the smell of a fresh 
Christmas tree is the draw to 
choosing a real one, but in order 
to keep this, and the whole tree 
smelling fresh, there are a number 
of things that must be done. 

“As with anything, preparation 
is key. Knowing the space it will 
be placed, the height and shape 
of the tree you want and being 
prepared to keep watering it will 
make sure it looks as good as new 
for as long as possible.” 

The top ten Christmas tree tips 
are: 

1. Pick a quality tree stand - it 
should be sturdy to ensure there’s 
no spillages over the festive 


season. Remember the taller the 
tree the wider the diameter, so this 
also needs to be taken into account. 
A stand which can hold a lot of 
water will also mean that watering 
isn’t something else to add onto 
your to-do list. 

2. Buy your tree at the right 
time - buy it too soon and it won’t 
be looking it’s best come the big 
day. Norway spruces usually last 
around 12 days, so not ideal if 
you’re planning to buy in early 
December. Nordmann firs how¬ 
ever, are excellent due to needles 
not dropping, but this does cause 
them to be more expensive. 

3. Measure, measure, and 
measure again - there’s nothing 
worse than picking the perfect 
tree, taking it home and having to 
cut at it. Before you leave home 
make sure you’ve measured the 
amount of space you can give your 
tree - width and height. You can 
then measure the tree before you 
purchase it. Don’t forget to take 
into account the height a stand 
could give you! 

4. Make a fresh cut - once you 
get home, cut off at least half an 
inch from the bottom of the trunk 
so the tree will begin to soak up 
water immediately. 

5. Decide where to place the tree 
- putting your tree near sunny win¬ 
dows, radiators, heating vents and 
fireplaces can quickly dry it out 
causing it to die quicker. Keeping 
it away from busy areas will also 
help it keep its needles for longer. 

6. Know what kind of tree you 
want - each tree species is differ¬ 
ent, so knowing what you want 


before you go to buy it can help 
save you a lot of time. If you have 
children or pets opting for a pine or 
fire tree means you there will only 
be soft needles. Spruce trees have 
much sharper needles which can 
hurt once stepped on. Trees with 
shorter needles are often easier to 
decorate as they offer more space 
between branches. 

7. Trim any rogue branches - if 
you trim straggly branches, make 
sure it’s at an angle parallel to the 
floor so they’re not obvious. You 
can then use these branches to 
decorate fireplaces and bannisters, 
just make sure you keep them in 
water until you decorate. 

8. Make sure the tree is securely 
in the stand - it is sometimes 
easier to place the tree in the stand 
outside to stop loose needles from 
falling inside the house. Tip the 
tree on is side and tighten the level¬ 
ling clamps of the stand around the 
base of the trunk. Then lift the tree 
into the standing position before 
carrying it to its new home. 

9. Maintain your tree’s moisture 
- to keep your tree alive for as long 
as possible, make sure it always 
has a supply of fresh water. It may 
drink a lot over the first few days, 
but after around a week intake 
should slow down. 

10. Check the tree’s freshness - 
the best way to do this is to bend 
a single needle in half. A needle 
from a fresh fir tree will snap, 
whereas one from a fresh pine will 
bend but not break. Needles should 
also look shiny and green and 
shouldn’t fall off when you lightly 
pull on a branch.

WHEN you’re labelled 
the worst rugby team 
in Wales and the WRU 
throw you out of its league 
structure ,you know it’s 
time for a change. 

Sully Sports RFC, who play 
in Division 3C south east, 
reached rock bottom at the 
end of last season, losing its 
last game by over 100 points, 
and the club knew its future 
depended on making a change. 

Over the summer they held 
talks with former interna¬ 
tional referee Dave Bodilly, 
who had recently moved 
into the area about becoming 
the new head head coach. 

Once agreed, Bodilly got 
to work on re organising the 
club and so far this season, 
results are encouraging, 
putting the club in mid table. 

Dave told The GEM: 
“After last season, players 
weren’t exactly banging on 
the door for pre-season, so 


we had to build from scratch. 

“After we won our appeal 
to stay within the WRU league 
structure it was imperative we 
fulfilled every fixture, so we 
had to make training organised, 
structured and fun. Numbers 
have improved as the sea¬ 
son has developed, and now 
we are getting 15-25 players 
training. “We have recruited 
Mike Bishop as our forwards 
coach. I knew Mike when he 
played Premiership rugby for 
Glamorgan Wanderers. He was 
a outstanding hooker and very 
astute both on and off the pitch.” 

As well as the players, 
club’s the committee have 
also rolled up their sleeves, 
backing Bodilly at every level 
and supporting the players 
both on and off the pitch. 

Dave continued: “We 
looked a pub team, so we 
managed to get a couple of 
sponsors, which enabled us 
to buy warming up jackets, 
new kit and post match shirts. 


“The players now feel 
part of a club, feel part of 
something. We still have a 
long way to go, but we are 
miles from where we were.” 

Last week, Bodilly arranged 
for former Wales interna¬ 
tional and current Bath player 
Aled Brew to come along 
and do a training session. 

Dave said: “Despite the 
weather conditions, Aled turned 
up and gave a great session, 
which the players thoroughly 
enjoyed. I am planning more 
guest coaches; it’s great for 
the players to hear a differ¬ 
ent voice and new ideas” 

Sully are currently mid table 
,having played all but one of the 
top sides of the league. Bodilly 
added: “We have become very 
competitive, and we continue 
to improve. We have developed 
cover in most positions, but 
we still welcome new players 
each week. We are also keen 
to reach out to the community, 
so we need players, volunteers 


and sponsors, without whom 
we can’t run the rugby club.” 

So, here at The GEM, we are 
not going to pass up the chance 
to ask an obvious question. 

Given Dave’s career as a ref¬ 
eree, do his players understand 
all the rules and go through a 
game squeaky clean with a zero 
penalty count against them? 

He said: “Well, I think 
we have made progress 
in that area, but we do still 
get penalties against us.” 

And does the head coach 
stand quietly on the side¬ 
lines if he disagrees with 
the ref’s interpretation? 

“Well, I do lose my tem¬ 
per sometimes at some calls 
against us, but I always make 
a point of having a drink with 
the referee and discussing 
the game afterwards. I under¬ 
stand how difficult it can be.”

The Mules and the Generals 
- an unusual rugby scoreline 


KENFIG Hills had worked 
hard all morning on November

WAYNE Pivac has 
had a long wait since 
being appointed heir 
apparent to Warren 
Gatland, and it 
must have been 
frustrating for him. 

Therefore, this win 
for Wales over the 
Barbarians must have 
left him encourged. The 
43-33 scoreline flattered 
the Baa Baas. At 40-19 
with 20 minutes to go, 
Wales had a chance to 
make it look like a drub¬ 
bing, but when both sides 
emptied their benches, 
the game became untidy 
and the old hands in 
the Baa Baas cashed in. 

In the end, Leigh 
Halfpenny was booed 
by (some of) the crowd 
when Wales decided, 
with three minutes to 
go, to make the mar¬ 
gin a safe 10 instead 
of a nervy seven by 
kicking a penalty. 

When Pivac was 
appointed he had 
three problems to deal 
with, and none of 
these was going to go 
away after one game. 

Here they are (as 
they say on Strictly) 
in no particular order. 

1. Wales’ traditional 
lack of depth. There’s not 
a lot that the coach can 
do about this. It’s down 
to the development sys¬ 
tem but it is a worry that 
the Welsh regions have 
not exactly lit up the sea¬ 
son so far. For instance, 
at outside half Jarrod 
Evans was a big plus, but 
Sam Davies didn’t match 
him when he came on. 

2. What you might call 
the David Moyes prob¬ 
lem. Taking over from 
a long-serving and suc¬ 
cessful coach, as Moyes 
did at Manchester Utd, is 
a problem in most sports. 
Social media has encour¬ 
aged a collective lack of 
patience in fan groups 
and there isn’t much of 
a honeymoon period. 

3. Problem three is 
very much of Wayne’s 
own making, because 
under his guidance, the 
Scarlets played some 
wonderful rugby, run¬ 
ning more powerful out¬ 
fits ragged by playing an 
open, off-loading game. 

Some fans will be 
looking for more of the 
same, but does Pivac 


has the personnel in the 
Welsh squad to do it at 
the very top level? One 
thing we do know is that 
a fit Jonathan Davies was 
important to the Scarlets 
(and to Wales, of course) 
and Pivac will have 
to do without him for 
the Six Nations. Ditto, 
as they say, for Rhys 
Patchell - also likely to 
miss the Six Nations. 

Aaron Shingler was 
another big player for 
the Scarlets in their 
great year, but he has 
had injury trouble too, so 
can Pivac look to him? 

The key question is, 
can Pivac coach any 
group to play that pos¬ 
itively, or did he join 
the Scarlets when they 
had the right personnel? 

Well, there did seem 
to be some answers to 
this question in the game 
against the Barbarians. 
The days when the Baa 
Baas over-indulged on 
tour are long gone, and 
they tackled fiercely and 
were a threat when they 
had the ball in hand. 

However, the Welsh 
back line looked threat¬ 
ening right from the 
off, and Jarrod Evans 
looked really accom¬ 
plished when it came to 
getting the line moving. 

Does he do this 
for The Blues? 

He has the happy 
knack of threatening 
to go for the break and 
passing late to the cen¬ 
tres, giving them more 
room. He made Hadleigh 
Parkes look a yard faster 
than he was in Japan and 
the two wingers, Josh 
Adams and debutant 
Johnny McNicholl, had 
plenty of opportunities. 

The game proved to 
be a pretty brutal test of 
fitness. The Baa Baas 
opened with a non-stop 
attack lasting a minute 
and a half, and when 
Wales finally got hold of 
the ball, it was end to end 
with no break in play until 
the five-minute mark. 

As the two sides tried 
to get their breath back, 
Jarrod Evans went blind, 
ghosted through a gap 
and fed Josh Adams. 
Perhaps Adams could 
have passed inside to 
Evans, but the Welsh left 
wing knows where the 
line is these days, and 
stood up full back Shaun 


Stevenson and grounded 
the ball in the comer. 

Leigh Halfpenny 
split the posts with 
the conversion. 

On 18 minutes, it 
looked as if captain 
Justin Tipuric had 
scored after a smart 
grubber kick through 
by scmm half Tomas 
Williams. Unfortunately, 
Aaron Wainwright 
was about a foot ahead 
of the kicker when the 
TMO took a look at it. 

We were seeing a lot 
of Wainwright, playing 
at No 8 this time. In 
Japan, he excelled as 
a defensive No 6, and 
he has the skills of an 
open side as well. For 
this game, Pivac was 
clearly keen to get him 
out in midfield, coming 
at speed onto short 
passes from his No 10, 
and he and Evans worked 
this tactic very well. 

However, the Baa 
Baas were tackling 
fiercely, and they lev¬ 
elled the game after a 
fine move that took 
them upfield. With a 
penalty advantage, No 
10 Curwin Bosch kicked 
for the comer, and it was 
perhaps just two feet 
too long for the winger 
Comal Hendricks to 
take the ball and score. 

It was only a tempo¬ 
rary respite for Wales 
though, as No 8 Josh 
Strauss scored a decid¬ 
edly non-Barbarian try, 
using his strength to 
crash over after being 
tackled five yards out. 
Bosch’s conversion 
brought the game level. 

To emphasise that it 
was a serious game, we 
had a good old-fashioned 
brawl on 28 minutes, 
sparked by a hit on Josh 
Adams that was close to a 
tip tackle. Referee Nigel 
Owens stepped in to 
calm things down, with¬ 
out resorting to a card. 

Five minutes before 
half time, Wales made 
it 12-7 with a clinical 
finish. A half break from 
the scrum by Tomas 
Williams, to Jarrod Evans 
and Johnny NcNicholl 
was in at the comer. 

There was still time 
for Wales to launch 
another attack, and 
really fast hands put 
them almost clear. 
Eventually, Ken Owens 


was forced into touch a 
yard from the comer flag. 

This left Rory Best 
throwing in for the Baa 
Baas and something went 
drastically wrong, as his 
long throw found Ken 
Owens all alone in the 
end zone, needing simply 
to catch it and fall down! 

Halfpenny’s con¬ 
version made it 19-7. 

Just before half 
time, the Baa Baas’ No 
7, Marco van Staden, 
picked up a yellow 
card, so Wales faced 
14 men in the second 
half. Within three min¬ 
utes they had made it 
26-7, after an excellent 
handling move involving 
McNicholl, Halfpenny 
and Shingler, which 
ended with Ken Owens 
scoring his second try. 

Four minutes later 
it was even better for 
Wales, as Williams took 
a quick penalty, made 30 
metres at pace, and he 
must have been surprised 
to find prop Wyn Evans 
in support! Evans did his 
Hadleigh Parkes imper¬ 
sonation, putting Josh 
Adams in for his second 
try. Halfpenny converted 
again to make it 33-7. 

Soon after, the 
substitutions started. 
Gareth Davies repaced 
Tomas Williams and 
Sam Davies replaced 
Jarrod Evans. It’s fair 
to say that the former 
substitution worked 
better than the latter. 

On 54 minutes, the 
Welsh backs’ defence 
went awry, and Curwin 
Bosch slipped through 
a huge gap. He could 
not convert his try, 
making the score 33-12. 

They scored again four 
minutes later when Bosch 
kicked low to the comer 
and a wicked bounce 
went over Halfpenny’s 
head for Shaun 
Stevenson to score. The 
TMO and Nigel Owens 
debated whether Baa 
Baas wing Dillyn Leyds 
had impeded the Welsh 
full back. You had the 
feeling that in a close 
game, they might have 
called it a foul, but the 
try stood and the con¬ 
version made it 33-19. 

There was no great 
concern for Welsh fans 
at this point, and they 
soon scored again. 
Tomas Williams had 


had a good game, and 
this stirred Gareth 
Davies to show what 
he could do. He made a 
sharp blind-side break, 
and squirmed out of the 
tackle to reach out and 
ground the ball.

We saw a back 
line that moved the 
ball quickly and with 
intent, and half backs 
Williams and Evans 
were a big part of that. 

On top of that, we 
saw some fine handling 
among the forwards, 
and there was a great 
moment in the first 
half when props Wyn 
Evans and Dillon Lewis 
handled like Fijians! 

Not the Scarlets of 
two years ago, but a 
few steps along the road 
to that promised land.

Barry hope for a

WITH their Cymru League con¬ 
cerns on the back-burner, Barry 
Town welcome Newtown back 
to Jenner Park this Saturday, 
as the two teams meet in the 
Welsh Cup for the first time. 

This Saturday at Jenner Park, the clubs 
will finally cross paths, though there 
may be a sense of deja vu at the Barry 
stadium, after Newtown were visitors 
in the Cymru Premier only days ago. 

With November’s final Saturday one 
to forget for a frustrated home side, 
Barry supporters will hope December’s 
debut delivers a match to remember. 

As well as hoping for a measure of 
revenge for Saturday’s 1-0 reverse, 
Barry should be keen to represent 
themselves well at the weekend, with 
the club’s 2019-20 campaign mark¬ 
ing the 65th anniversary of Barry’s 
first-ever Welsh Cup silverware; 
a milestone achievement for all. 

A marked improvement might be 
needed for Barry to advance in the cup 
this Saturday, with the home side nulli¬ 
fied by Newtown in their dress rehearsal 
Cymru Premier clash last weekend. 

It was a dour affair for those spec¬ 
tators who braved the winter cold, 
chances were extremely limited 
before Newtown’s Ian Sheridan 
seized on a loose ball to break 
the deadlock in the 79th minute. 


Barry’s best efforts came when 
Eli Phipps ran onto an under¬ 
cooked back pass, only to fire wide, 
before second-half substitute Mo 
Touray’s attempt was saved by 
Robins’ goalkeeper Dave Jones. 

It was Barry’s fourth defeat in five 
league outings, a run that has somewhat 
cooled off their title challenge, with the 
Je nn er Park side sitting four points 
behind leaders Connah’s Quay Nomads. 

With no guarantees that third will be 
enough to secure UEFA Europa League 
football, Barry’s route to Europe could 
well be through the Welsh Cup, but 
there is no margin for error this week¬ 
end, with Saturday’s Third Round tie 
to be settled on the day; via extra-time 
and penalties, should they be required. 

Kick-off between Barry Town 
and Newtown in the JD Welsh Cup 
Third Round is at 2.30pm, with 
admission to Jenner Park payable at 
the turnstiles and via the clubhouse. 

While Newtown’s Latham Park has 
hosted four Welsh Cup fin als since the 
turn of the 21st century, the Robins 
failed to get past the semi-final stage 
until 2015. Eventual six-time Welsh 
Cup winners Barry meanwhile have 
reached the semi-finals on two occa¬ 
sions since the financial collapse of 
2003, falling 2-0 to TNS last term and 
2-1 to Prestatyn Town in 2012-13.
